Washington, Nov. 25— A "Hall 
of Fame for Trees" has been in- 
augurated by the American 
Forestry Association for the 
recognition of famous trees and 
the location of the largest shade 
tree in the United States. 

An elm at Huntington, Indiana, 
long has been regarded as the 
largest shade tree in the country. 
This claim of course excludes the 
Redwoods of California. Now 
comes Dumont Kennedy of Craw- 
fordsville, Indiana, with a pic- 
ture of a tree on his property and 
the suggestion that it is larger 
than the tree at Huntington. This 
tree has a spread of 99 feet wdiile 
the Huntington Elm has a spread 
of only 75 feet. A tree at Earm- 
ingliam, Mass., also makes claim 
to being the largest. 

Charles Lathrop Pack, presi- 
ded of the American Forestry 
Association says: 

"We want a complete list of 
famous trees now. There is the 
Liberty Tree on the campus of 
St. John's College at Annapolla 
under which a treaty with the 
Indians was signed in 1652.' The 
experts tell us this tree is close toj 
800 years old. We all 'know of | 
the William l'enn Treaty Tfeej 
beneath w hich Washington took 
command of the continental 
irmy. At Obcrlin, O., is the elm 
on the Corner of the campus un- 
der which was the first log house 
iti which Obcrlin College was 
founded. The American Forestry 
Association has listed many, fa- 
mous trees but it wants the list 
complete. If there is a famous 
tree in your town the Association 
wants to know about it."

This works a hardship 
on the institution and, prevents its 
proper development and useful- 
ness. The school greatly needs 
a new dormitory for the boys as 
the boy's dormitory was burned 
a few years ago.

State Road Commissioner Thinks 
He Has Better Plan Inter- 
County Seat System 

State Highway Commissioner 
Joe Boggs, who is making a 
splendid record as head of the 
State's Road Department, spent 
Sdnday at his home here. Mr. 
Koggs has many plans for em- 
provements of the state's high- 
way system. 

Substitution for the present 
inter-county seat highways of a 
system of state highways, desig- 
nated by the General Assembly, 
on which all state and federal 
funds are to be applied until it is 
finished is advocated, by Boggs. 
He thinks very county should be 
included in the system, lateral 
roads should wait on comple- 
tion of this project in each coun- 
ty for state funds ; most of the 
money for this system should be 
supplied by the State and Federal 
Governments and maintenance 
left entirely in the hands of the 
state. 

This system as compared to 
the inter-county seat, system, 
would reduce the mileage of 
State-aid roads from 6,000 to 2,- 
500 miles and afford a system 
more advantageous to the people. 
It also would produce continuity 
of construction in place of the 
patch work now being done, he 
said. 

Under the present arrangement 
the state is undertaking con- 
struction of reconstruction of 
6,000 miles of highway, a project 
estimated to cost $120,000,000, at 
an expenditure rate of $2,000,- 
000 annually — a sixty years' pro-' 
gralnme. 

He would eliminate the com- 
plications arising from the facts 
that Fiscal Courts have the initia- 
tive in laying out projects and 
State Road Department all have 
a hand in road work. 

Hc would have surveying, 
planning, contracting, payment of 
estimates, supervision »wtd— ac^ 
ceptance of work done under di- 
rection of the State Road De- 
partment. 

To pay for the work Boggs 
suggests a road tax of 20 cents 
instead of 3 cents, and in lieu 
o fad valorem taxes a horse- 
power tax of 75 cents, the horse- 
power be put on pleasure motor 
vehicles and additional tax of $1 
the hundredweight up to three 
tons on trucks and $2 the hun- 
dredweight for the excess over 
three tons. 

He also suggests a moderate 
assessment of land on each side 
of every State-aid project, such 
as has been successfully tried in 
other States. His idea embraces 
two zones, the first zone running 
back one mile and the second 
zone another mile. The assess 
ment in the first zone would be 
$1 the acre for land valued at 
$50 or under, $1.50 up to $100 
the acre; $2 up to $150 the acre 
and %\ the acre for- land above 
that value. In the secomT rone 
the assessment would be 50 cents 
an acre up to $50 the acre ; $1 up 
to $100 the acre ; $1.50 up to $150 
the acre, and $2 the acre fcr 
Ian dabove that value. 

Mr, Boggs believes these 
sources would produce a road 
revenue of $7,000,000 annually, 
which would be increased to $9,- 
000.000 with Federal Aid, enough 
to construct the primary system 
of roads in seven or eight years.

Automobile tax 2,000,000 

Land tax 1,000,000 

Federal aid 2,000,000 

His basis of' apportionment of 
the State road fund would be the 
relative mileage of the State 
road system in each county. 

He thinks appointment of 
•ounty road engineers should be 
ipproved by the State Road De- 
lartment and he should be resi- 
Icnt engineer for all State aid 
projects, receiving 10 per cent, of 
his salary from the State.

lief work in Montenegro tell of 
some curious methods of treat 
merit employed hy the inhabit 
ants of this little mountain coun- 
try. When a Montenegrin is 
wounded the first thought of the 
natives is to .apply chewing to 
bocea,- horsehair, or a fresh rab 
.^Tut skin with the hair facing in 
side Common ink is considered 
a sovereign remedy for burns. 
' To stop bleeding sores or wounds 
cobwebs are used. When a per 
son is bitten by a dog, the fa 
vorite remedy is to pull off the 
animal's ear and rub the wound 
. with it. 

The patron saint of Monte 
negro is St. Vascillia, whose 
Bhrinc is situated on the summit 
of a mountain between I'odgorit 
za and Niksic. Eevery week 
thousands of devout Monte 
negrins. come to this moutain 
shrine seeking cure for their 
ills. 

Hut since, the arrival of the 
American physicians the pilgrim 
ages to tin' ancient shrine have 
not been so numerous. For the 
natives have found that their ills 
i can he cured much nearer home 
and with greater certainty at any 
of the nnumcrous Red C ross dis- 
pensaries and clinics. The in- 
habitants come from the remot- 
est mountain regions. They are 
carried in all sorts of convey- 
ances, wheelbarrows, donkey 
carts, buffalo wagons ,or on 
horseback. In one case, an old 
win-in. suffering with scarlet 
f( ver, was brought to the Red 
( ross hospital at Niegosh, which 
is not M< as the birthplace of 
King Nicholas, in an iron soup 
pot.
